Dynasty 


May be 


Crumbling 


SAN DIEGO, Tex. (UPI) 
— The dynasty of the Duke of 
Duval may be crumbling. 
The Duke himself, George 
B. Parr, 74, the South Texas 
political czar who has held 
sway in Duval County since 
1914, had his federal income 
tax 
evasion 
conviction 
upheld Monday by the 5th 
U.S. Court Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 


That decision was an­ 
nounced just minutes after 
District Judge O.P. Carrillo 
removed Parr’s nephew, 
Archer Parr, from his office 
as Duval County judge. 
Carrillo’s action was seen 
as another step in the plan by 
the Carrillo family to take 
over 
Parr’s 
influential 
political dynasty. 


Archer Parr was con­ 
victed last year of perjury 
because, the government 
charged, he lied to a grand 
jury investigating political 
activities in Duval County. 


However, 
only 
Com­ 
missioner Odell Rushing 
would co sign a strongly- 
worded position statement 
issued bv County Judge 
Nathan White Jr. 
Tax Increase Seen 
In his statement, Judge 
White estimated the creation 
of a new court at law at the 
present time would call for a 
two-cent increase in county 
taxes. 
He also indicated “shock'’ 
at State Representative Bob 
Hendricks’ remark during a 
public hearing that the 
support or opposition of 
commissioners would have 
no bearing on the court’s 
creation. 
“ It is shocking indeed that 
during the public hearing 
our State Representative 
indicated, in response to a 
question 
by 
Mr. 
(Com­ 
missioner Bailey) 
Dicker­ 
son, that it really didn’t 
m ake 
any 
difference 
whether the Commissioners 
Court 
of 
Collin 
County 
favored or opposed the 
proposed County Court at 
Law , that he intends to pass 
the bill 
anyway,” 
Judge 
White stated 
“ Federal court decisions 
and 
Federal 
laws 
are 
creating the necessity for 
expenditures without the 
local bodies having anything 
to say about 
them,’’ 
he 
continued. “ Apparently. Mr. 
Hendricks is asking the 
Legislature to saddle the 
county with an expenditure 
in the same manner. 
•Makes No Difference’ 
“ In 
effect, 
the 
Com­ 
missioners’ Court has been 
told that it makes no dif­ 
ference what the body, that 
is responsible for paying for 
this court, thinks,” Judge 
White asserted. “We would 
only hope that the people of 
Collin 
County 
will 
make 
their desires known to our 
State Legislature and our 
State Representative. 
“ If they are in favor of this 
court at 
this time, 
they 
should 
give 
their 
en ­ 
couragement to Mr. Hen­ 


dricks, but if they oppose 
this proposal, they should 
tell him so,” he went on to 
say. “We would hope that he 
would listen to the citizens of 
Collin County, even if he is 
unwilling to listen to the 
opinion 
of 
the 
Com­ 
missioners’ Court." 
230th Okay 
Judge White, as did the 
commissioners, indicated he 
is not opposed to legislation 
which would transfer the 
59th District Court solely to 
Grayson County and create a 
new district court, the 230th 
District Court, for Collin 
County. 
In that regard, he pointed 
out, the county would be 
responsible for half the 
salaries of a baliff and court 


reporter, along with space 
for the court. 
The State 
would pay for the difference. 
“ With a County Court at 
Law, it would be necessary 
for us to provide not only 
space, but the salary of the 
judge, salary of a court 
reporter, and salary of a 
baliff,” Judge White ex­ 
plained. “ In addition, we 
would have to add personnel 
to the County Clerk’s office, 
and we would have the cost 
of office supplies and other 
expenses that go along with 
any court ” 
Recommendation Made 
Judge White concluded his 
statement by saying, “we 
intend 
to 
recom m end, 
therefore, that either the 
proposed legislation, HB866, 


be defeated or that it be 
amended, so that it becomes 
effective in 1977 or 1978. If so 
amended, we would favor its 
passage.” 
During discussion on the 
matter, 
Judge 
White 
in­ 
dicated he did not question 
the Legislature’s ability to 
create such a court, but that 
“ I question their wisdom, 
sometimes.” He also pointed 
out that he has no personal 
quarrel with Rep. 
Hen­ 
dricks, but merely questions 
the timing of his proposed 
legislation. 
It is anticipated that a 
formal resolution will be 
drawn up this week, signed 
by a majority of the com­ 
m issioners, then sent to 
Austin.

refunds or, worse, cost 
money. 
A W. McCanless, district 
director of the IRS for North 
Texas, said today that a 
disproportionately 
large 
num ber 
of 
taxpayers 
traditionally wait until the 
final days of the filing season 
to send in their returns. One 
result of this, he said, is that 
thousands of returns come in 
with simple mistakes that 
can only be attributed to 
haste. 
“ We can’t do much with a 
return that shows up without 
a taxpayer’s name on it, 
which is not as uncommon as 


you 
might 
think,” 
McCanless said. “The same 
goes for unsigned returns 
and those on which there are 
no social security numbers. 
But these things and the 
frequent math errors that 
crop up mainly just cause 
delays in processing. The 
sadder thing is the money 
taxpayers lose because of 
rushing.” 
The tax official said that 
when people are harried and 
trying to get the return in the 
mail by the deatmne they 
f r e q u e n t l y 
o v e r lo o k 
legitimate deductions which 
could save them tax. They 
may forget that trip to the 
dentist or doctor.

Don’t give baby ducklings 
and infant chicks as Easter 
surprises for good boys and 
girls. 
Leave a toy substitute in­ 
stead. There are, in fact, 
three good reasons to opt for 
toys instead of live ducks or 
chicks. 
In 30 states it is against the 
law 
for 
anyone 
except 
chicken farmers to sell or 
buy live fow'l younger than 
two months of age and in 
quantities of less than six 
You cannot buy baby chicks 
even two months old in these 
states 
unless you 
have 
brooding facilities to keep 
I them in good shape. You 
‘cannot get around the law by 
ordering chicks dyed Easter 
egg colors from a store in a 
state that lacks such a lav..

CHICAGO (U P I) - Easter 
won’t be quite as sweet this 
year for people who ex­ 
change gifts of candy.

fectioners Association says 
production

specialties is about five per

The association represents 
manufacturers of 85 per cent 
of the confections produced 
in the United States. 
It said prices of chocolate 
bunnies and jelly beans, or 
bird eggs, are about 25 to 30 
per cent higher than last 
year. The increase reflects 
rising prices for sugar, 
chocolate, plastic packaging 
(a petroleum product) and 
energy. 
Blaster ranks third as a 
candy gift 
holiday, after 
Christmas and Hallowe’en, 
but it represents only a small 
part of the annual candy 
market.
